Commenting on the gratifying re- 
sults, tbe Dundalk Democrat, one 
of the ablest and stauaohest Na- 
tionalist i>ai>ers published ln» Ire- 
land, thus summarizes tbe political 
situation on the eve of the close of 
the recent election: 

The smashing blow struck by the 
NationalUU of North lionth for 
unity and against faction tn Irish 
politics was but th' herald of a 
whole series of splendid victories. 
Two weeks ago the English Unionist 
press was rejoicing in the prospect 
of the break-up of the National 
movement. The "wedge" Inserted 
by unhappy William O'Brien was vto 
be driven home. Twenty, it not 
thirty, Nationalist seats were to be 
laptnred by the "All-for-lr« land" . 
faclionists; and this was grtxMed as 
foretelling — as indeed it might have ] 
foretold — the destruction of the 
movement that liail made home rule' 
otherwise inevitable. C.leefully the 
I'nlonists turned from tho daik 
prospects of their paity In (ireat 
Britain to the gleam of hope pre- 
sented by the Dunraven-O'Hrlen 
conspiracy in Ireland. If but "Red- 
mond could be got ont of the sad- 
dle" — If the Irish people could be 
induced 'o rejeet the men who had 
served thpni well for a q\iarter of 
a century, and entrust their des- 
tinies to unfortunate O'Hrien and 
his Tory friends -- then oerhaps the 
victory of the democracy might bo 
postponed, the iloom of the hered- 
itarv blockeis of piogiessi\ <■ let; is- 

restored. 

Bnt alas for Tory hopes, the 
Irish i>eople have not taken the bait. 
The O'Rrlenit*' faclionists have been 
routed everywhere onlslde of witch- 
ridden Cork- and there have pre- 
valle<l only for the moment. Thirty- 
eight of Redmond's followers have 
been elected nnoiiposed. Mayo was 
to have Ixv'ii swept into the O'Brien 
net, but instead three of the county 
divisions have not even be m con- 
tested; South Mayo has rejoinod 
I'nited Ireland, returning John Fitz- 
glbbon In pla<e of John 0'lk>nnell, 
and AV( St Mayo will todav reject 
poor O'Brien himself. In Weet 
Waterford. where that bumptio\is 
voiing man, Maurice Healy, Jr, was 
to have swept the floor with O'Shee, 
he iK)lled only 700 votes ont of 
3,100. and the Nationalist candidate 
was elected with a majority of 
1,675 as compared with 444 last 
January This does not look as If 
the new factlonisui was i>rogressing 
In the South; nor is it any itroof of 
the persuasive powers o/ tlie late 
men'.ber for N(;rth I.onlh. who wtuit 
to Dnngarvan to support his 
nephew. Here are a few more Na- 
tionalist majorities over fan ion: 

Oalway City, Hr,'.>: Dublin Har- 
bor. 2.r,l3; Limerick City. 1,770; 
Wicklow East. 1,100; Limerick 
Fast, 2, 3154; King s county South, 
1,409; TIpperary Mid., 770; ICerry 
South, 1.944; Wexford Bonth, 
2,414; Cork East. 1,.130. 

Besides thest> triumphs o\er fac- 
lionists the Nationalist members 
have held iheir own against I'nion- 
ists in West Belfast, North Monag- 
han and elstiwhere. The healing 
of tho Nationalist split In Mid- 
Tyrone won that seat for Ireland 
again, and there is every prospect 
of South Dublin going Nationalist 
this time. 

These results sjieak the doom of 
William O'Brien. They show that 
the vast majority of Irlshmeni have 
learned wisdom from the bitter 
lessons of the past. They prove — 
and none so clearly as in North 
Louth — thai the necessity for unity 
In this supreme crisis of INatlonal 
affairs Is appreciated and under- 
stood by the people. They show 
the bitter I'nionist enemies of Ire- 
land that thoir game is up, their 
last card played; that John Red- 
mond will go to ■'A'estnilnster In a 
few wtMjks from now to present the 
demand of a united and determined 
people. Great Britain Is sending 
the Liberals back to power with 
numbers undlmlniabed. Premier 
Asqulth has already the mandate of 
the i)eople to grapide with the Lords 
and smash that relic of feudal bar- 
barism, tbe veto. That gone the 
way is clear for home rule, for 
O'Brlon'E handful of Cork rebels 
win he bru£(hed aside like flies. Tn 
two years' time we shall be celebrat- 
ing the opening of our restored 
h'Rlalatui-e; and the T'latermen, who 
are talking cheap treason just now 
and telling the newspapers that 
they are buying rifles to resist home 
rule, will be falling over each other 
In their haste to be first into an 
Irish Pariiamsnt.

On Wednesday the welcome in- 
telligence was received here that 
Pope Plus X. had appointed Cardinal 
Martlnelli as Protector of the Slaters 
of Charity of Nasaretb. The fact that 
Cardinal Martlnelli had been ap- 
pointed protector of the Sisters of 
Charity of Nasaretb was not known 
to the Sisters of that order in Louis- 
ville until they were shown a press 
dispatch from Rome Wednesday 
night There are fifty-five local 
communities of tbe Sisters of Saz- 
.'.reth, who conduct sixteen acad- 
emies, fifty-three paroehlal schools, 
five hospitals, five asylums and 
three homes. 

The duties of Cardinal Martlnelli 
as Protector will simply he to look 
after and oversee the interests of 
the community. He might also act 
as a court of appeal In matters af- 
fecting the order if such occasion 
should arise.

In the 
iiast the order has been what Is 
known as a diocesan one, and the 
members have been Immediately un- 
der the Jnrl9<liction of the nishop in 
their territory. Now that the order 
has been api/roved by the Poi>e and 
a Cariliual Protector appointed It 
I'omes also under' the Jurisdiction of 
Home. 

The Sister:- of Charity ot Nazareth 
Is i)urely »n American ordei\ It was 
founded in Kentucky on D4''ceniber 
1. 1S21, at St, Thomas. In 1822 
tile Sisters moved their mother 
hou!^ to Its present location. There 
are now several branches of the 
order In Kentucky, Ohio, Mluslsslppi, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, 'Virginia, Mary- 
land and Massachusetts. ' There are 
about 800 members la th« com- 
munity. The order does net extmd 
ctutiilde of the United States.

Limerick is full of interest to the 
Irish antiquary and historian. The 
county takes its name from the 
Gaelic Luimneach, sinlfylng a bare 
spot The county is bounded on the 
north by the River Shannon and 
County Clare, on the east by TIp- 
perary, on the south by Cork, and on 
the west by Kerry. From the head 
of the River Vtele to Oaitymore it 
Is fifty miles long. Its greatest 
breath Is thirty-three miles. It has 
an ana of 1.0)',4 g(|\iare miles ^fiA 
a population of about 180,000. 

The corner lying northeast of the 
Shannon and Liipartck City Is 
mountainous. The southeast comer, 
which Includes the barony of Cash- 
lea, Is also more or less mountakn- 
ous, and the whole western part of 
the county lying west of Uat.hkeale 
Is a continued succession of hills and 
uplands. The center of the county 
Is a great plain, almost suriouiided 
by the niountainoiis bulwarks of the 
east and we.-t. This plain is said to 
contain the finest arable land in 
Ireland. Part of It, which stretchos 
eastward toward 1'lpi>erary, Is 
known as the "r;olden Vale." 

From Limerick City to Foynes the 
Liineriek shore of the Shannon is 
low, except that Aughlnieh Island 
rises to a height of 1 05 feet. Foynes 
Island Is l!t6 feet high and from 
that downward is a siiceession of 
bluffs from 100 to ui>ward of 300 
feet over the river. There is a suc- 
cession of mansions aji<l demesjies 
the whole way down from I.imoriok 
to Tarbertyjen] 
very beauttlnPa 
Shannon. 

Limerick is rich in rivers and 
streams. The Shannon first touches 
Mmerick a mile above O'Briens- 
bridge, and from this down to Tar- 
bert, n distance of forty-eight mllee, 
following the windings of the shore. 
It forms the boundary of the county 
except for six miles partly above and 
partly below Limerick City, wh»vTe 
a sninll portion of the co\inly lies 
on the right bank of the river. A 
little below T.,lmerli k the Shannon 
becomes very wide and drains almost 
the entire county. Other rivers and 
streams, near'y all of which are 
trihutarv to the Shannr>n. are the 
Mulkear. the N'eniioif, llie Annagh, 
the nilboa. the l)ea<l. the Caher- 
nullia. the Malgue, tbe Deel, the 
Siiir and the Blackwater. 

Lough flnr, the only lake of any 
consequence in the county, is three 
miles nori 'i n ' liniff. It Is some- 
thing more liian ;i nii!e in liMigth. 
irregular in shape I iivrouniled 
by lovely hills. On iis i>',:inds and 
round Its shores there are numbers 
of most interesting remains of 
aiitl<iully, castles, crumlechs. sepul- 
chral chambers, stone circles and 
circular raths or forts. 

Limerick City, with a population 
of about ,"18,000, Is of very ancient 
origin. It contains many interesting 
remains of anii.iuitv, among them 
the old ('at.hedral founded in the 
twelfth century and rebuilt in tho 
fifteenth; King John's castle, and a 
portion of the old town walls. 
Three miles southwest of Limerick 
is the ancient priory of Mungret, an 
establlsbment ot great antiquity. It 
was formerly a celebrated center of 
learning, and is said to have housed 
at one time 1,600 monks. A visit 
to the city of Limerick is not worth 
while unless one visits the broken 
treaty stone erected at the foot of 
Thomond Bridge. It commemorates 
tho famous treaty of Limerick 
signed by tbe Irish and the William- 
ites when the city capitulated after 
one of the most heroic defenses In 
history. The treaty was broken by 
the British, as Davis says, "er^ha.-^ 
Ink wherewith 'twas writ could 
Limerick is also adorned by a heroic 
raonnmeiit ot its great defender, 
Patrick SarsfleJd. 

In the County Limerick Is also 
Adare Abbey. Adare is one of the 
most beautiful places tai tbe Prov- 
ince of Mnhster. It is rich la eneloBt 
arohaeolofioal rdlns, amoag them 
those of severs! religious houses. A 
number of these are altuated within 
the beautiful park of the Earl of 
Dunraven. Black Abbey was built In 
1279 by John, the that Barl of Kil- . 
dsre. Nearby is a oastle of" ^e 
Desmonds. The late Barl of Dun- 
raven repaired some of these antique 
buildings so completely that they are 
good for oesiturles to come. One of 
them he appropriated to the 
estant service; another. Holy 
Ity or Black Abbey, he gave over 
Catholic worship. It conaists of a 
nave and choir and la surmounted by 
an embattled tower, still in an ex- 
cellent state of preservation. County 
Limerick was the sacient realm of 
the O'Donovaiw and the Desmonds.

BAPTISTS ALARMKD. 



So cTMt have been the galna 
- made in thia country by the Catholic 
ohnreh in recent years that some ot 
'^^^(i^m aeparated brethren have become 
J'CSte alarmed leat they tall into the 
Adierman'a net Writing In the 
Baptiat World thia week the Rev. 
F. J. Wilkin haa this to say: 

"That Rome has determined on 
the conqueat of England waa af- 
firmed by Cardinal Manning In the 
following words, when apeaking to 
the Roman clergy: 'It Is good for us, 
reverend brothers, to be hero in 
England. If ever there was a coun- 
erf tH which there la much to do and 
perhaps to aufter, it is here. I shall 
not say too much If I say that it is 
for UB to subjugate and subdue, to 
conquer and to rule, an Imperial 
race. We have to do with a will 
which rplpns throuKhoiit the world 
as the will of old Rome reigned 
once, and It Is for ua to bond or 
break that will, which natlona and 
kingdoma have found invincible and 
Inflexible. Were heregy connucred 
<r Kngland, It would be conquered 



throughout the world. All its lines 
meet here, and therefore in England 
the church of Uod mnat he gathered 

in all Its strength.' Theae and 
similar words would not be very 
signiricant by thetnaelvea, but taken 
in cohjunction with the 'Apoatolaite 
of Prayer tor the converalon ot Bng- 
land,' the seeming manipulation of 
large sections of the Knglish press, 
the rapid multiplication of monas- 
terlea and nunneriea In Great 
Britain, all of them aealed against 
Covernment inspection. t!ip 'ii(tp:ik( 
in the Roman educational in,=itit'i 
ttons and the frequent attemi''.'^ \< 
Influenoia Parliamentary elections, 
they Mem to tsdleate a aubtle, per- 
sistent attempt to make up by gains 
in Kngland for Home s losses in 
Other landa." 

Cardinal Manning haa been dead 
for a number «f years, but it the 
Rev. Mr. Wilkin Is to ho hollrvod the 
Cardinal's spirit still stalks abroad 
In the land. The Cardinal waa not 
an Englishman, but an Iriahman 
and the Irish Uug'ht the Bn'Ilah all 
the rules of civilization thait any 
Engllahman ever possessed. 

But the editor of the Baptist 
World tdUows the Wilkin article 
with this effusion: 

"No. It is a mistake. Kentuckj 
BaptisLa have sometimes been mis- 
understood by persona who get their 
information at second-hand. In an 
Interview given to a newspaper man 
in Kngland recently, and published 
in the Chrlatlan World and Evan- 
gelist, Dr. C. Parkea Codman. 
CongregatlonaUat minister of Brook- 
lyn. N .T., had this to say when 
speaking of Roman Catholicism in 
America: 'I had rather have an 
American Roman priest than a big- 
oted High Church Knglish country 
rector, or a bitter, narrow Ken- 
tucky Baptist.' Now there is no 
dlaputlng alMut religious tastes any 
more than about the aesthetic tastes 
of men; and Dr. Codman may here 
have expressed his real preferncea. 
But if the Implication be that Ken- 
tucky Baptiata are characteristically 
narrow and bitter, tha roverened 
gentleman is seriously in error and 
haa done a noble people a grave 
injustice." 

From all this one can judge that 
the poor, benighted Baptists are 
unduly alarmed over the project of 
Roman supremacy. "Red (oxea, 
little red school houses, ignorance 
and Baptiata all take to the back- 
woods" Is an old adage, and the 
editors of the Baptiat World con- 
vince one that the Kentucky 
BaptiaU are no exception to the 
rule.
